The soldier who, to answer these 


divers and multitudinous questions, 
must have a wide range of data 
right at his finger tips, is the desk 
clerk of the United States army in- 
-formatioa- service, 
39 Whitehall 


street, ICew York city. 


I 'This Tnan comes in contact with 
several hundred people every week, 
who are in quest of some form of 
information, and not always of a 
'military nature. 
Still, the iron 


bound rule of that office is, "x_Il 
queries must be answered." The 
greater part of the queries are 
made by phone, but many feel that 
tliey can obtain better service by 
calling .personally. 


In addition to the hundreds of 


different 
questions pertaining to 


the veterans bureau, the National 
Guard, the organized reserves, the 
citizens military training camps and 
West Point, the information clerk 
Is called upon to settle many dis- 
putes between friends who disagree 
O'er some question regarding the 
military service. 


The following are typical of the 


questions asked: 


What is the weight of the army

Frequently, however, some 
seeker after knowledge of things 
military •will present a poser. 


Then the information clerk must 


consult files both current and an- 
cient, or even In rare instances, re- 
sort to calling upon some bureau of 
the War department in Washington 
for the Information desired. Once 
a question is asked, however, the 
army information does not put It 
aside until It has been answered.

RECENT newspaper report 
tells a dreadful story of 
fourteen persons overcome 


by coal fumes or gas, escaping 
from a defective flue. A disaster 
such as this is a 
frequent occur- 
rence in 
cold 


weather.

Coal gas con- 
tains a poison- 
DUS e l e m e n t 
known as car- 
bon 
monoxide. 


When this. ,gas: 
is inhaled .se- 
rious effects result. Garbon mon- 
oxide is one of theJinost deadly>of 
gas poisons. It combines with the 
blood and 
produces dangerous 
changes. 


This poison is found In illuminat- 
ing gas. It is liberated by the in- 
complete combustion of gasoline in 
the automobile. It is found in fur- 
nace gas. natural gas and in coal 
mines. 


The effects of the gas are rapid. 
The victim falls into a deep sleep 
and does not awaken unless ener- 
getic measures are taken. 
If re"*- 
cued after a short exposure to 
deadly gas, complete recovery is pos- 
sible. 
If deep sleep has persisted 
very long, recovery is doubtful. 
Expert attention is necessary in 
the treatment of this condition. Call 
a physician, immediately, and in tlie 
meantime, dp. not moye; the, patient, 
as this is dangerous and may cause 
serious, damage. Contrary, to a com- 
mon belief; walking is harmful to the 
patient, since any exertion may dam- 
age the heart.permanently. The af- 
flicted person should be kept warm 
with blankets, and the air in the 
room should be fresh, but not cold. 


If the victim is not breathing:, arti- 


ficial respiration is essential, since 
inhalation of oxygen and carbon di- 
oxide is : necessary to save these 
cases. If-the. carbon dioxide cannot 
be obtained, oxygen alone may be 
sufficient; But best results are ob- 
tained by 'alternating "the oxygen 
with caTEon dioxide. 


Most ' cases of carbon monoxide 
poisoning could have been prevented 
if prpRer-.care had been taken. All 
leaky gas Jets and gas pipes, and 
any Smpferfect" flues or old stoves 
should be- repaired. 


Remember especially that this saa 
is liberated- in the exhaust of your 
car, and-never tinker or for any" rea- 
son remain in a closed garage with 
a motor-/that is running.
